6:15-7:15 facilitator at teach table begins introductions of each person and starts questions to the group or 
directly to the officer 

7:15-8:00 debrief/questions/remarks (highlights, what was learned/shared) from each table to the entire 
group

Thank you for joining in on the email exchange. We have worked closely with our Days of 
Dialogue folks for the last 5yrs setting up community round table discussions all over the City 
of LA (please take a look at their website and/or on one of the previous emails which Lt Kilgore 
shared). When it comes to private organizations/colleges, etc., we partner up and allow the 
student body to create the discussion format. This provides a wonderful opportunity to create 
an intimate space to talk with Police in a safe environment and to have full freedom over the 
agenda/discussion topics. We have had great success at USC and LMU. Basically, you 
would provide a facilitator at each round table (of about 10 students and 1-2 officers) 
and each table would have the same questions asked. There is a student president who usually 
welcomes everyone at the beginning and explains what the evening will entail. I provided a 
short synopsis of what an agenda may look like below. Law Enforcement from UCLA and LAPD 
will be partnering to help empower students/UCLA staff with additional information regarding 
anything from laws, traffic stops, social media, shootings etc. In turn this will help us not only 
bridge the gap between Police and our communities, but will help us better understand some 
of the frustrations out there with law enforcement and vice versa. 

An agenda would look something like: 

6:00-6:15 setting up officers at tables with students/welcome/opening remarks 

6:15-7:15 facilitator at teach table begins introductions of each person and starts questions to 
the group or directly to the officer 
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7:15-8:00 debrief/questions/remarks (highlights, what was learned/shared) from each table to 
the entire group 

I hope this helps. Please let us know if there are additional questions and/or if you would like 
us to attend a pre-meeting to assist with anything. We look forward to partnering with you,
